It’s no secret that Sierra Madre is a city of traditions, 
and one of those traditions has been the presence of 
Tracy Miller behind the counter at Happy’s Wine and 
Spirits, at Siena Madre’s cornerstone intersection, Bald¬ 
win Ave. and Siena Madre Blvd. Longtime customers 
at Happy’s have literally watched Tracy grow up, from 
the 13 year old part-time employee to the 41 year old 
owner he is today. 

Origiiudly, Happy’s was opened in 1936 by Tracy’s 
great-uncle, Harvey Mendel, and his grandfather, Mar¬ 
shall Mendel. The two brothers owned stores in both 
Monrovia and Sierra Madre. As a bit of trivia, those with 
memories longer than S2 years may remember that pri¬ 
or to 1936, Robert’s Market stood where Happy's now 

is. 

“I’m not sure where the name ‘Happy’s’ came from,” 
Miller says. “I think it may have been just a nickname 
of my great-uncle’s.” Whatever the origin, to much of 
Siena Matire, the name has been inherited by Miller. 
Many ciiMban simply refer to him as Happy, which 
is fiiM with Tracy. 

At the age of 16, Miller moved to Sierra Madre, and 
has been here ever since. Having worked at the store for 
IS years, in 1985, Tracy purchased it from his grandfa¬ 
ther. With a wife and two daughters, ages 13 and 10, it 
was time for Tracy to spend more time with the family, 
and early this year, he began planning the sale of Hap- 

py’s- 

“I’ve worked basically six days a week for the last 
28 years. I don’t think I’ve taken a Saturday off,” Mill¬ 
er says. “It’s tough to think about leaving after all of 
these years, but I’m ready for a break.” 

Part of what’s making the sale of Happy’s easier for 
Miller is the fact that the new owners, Mary Whitting- 
ham and Joseph Hiit, plan to both maintain the tradition 
of Happy’s, as well as working hard and bringing in new 
ideas, including expanded hours and new products. “T m

Kyle’s group is a quartet of musicians who play a range 
from straightforward jazz to Salsa and Funk. 

Another eclectic musician making his first Jazz on 
the Green show was Jim Stubblefield, owner of Sierra 
Madre’s Southwest Sound. “Many of the boardmem- 
bers didn’t know what to expect from Jim Stubblefield, 
but when they heard him play, they bought his C.D.’s,” 
Soldate said. 

City Librarian Toni Buckner also enjoyed the show. 
“It’s one of my favorite events,” Buckner said. “I think 
what I like the most about it is that like the Library it¬ 
self, it’s really for the whole family,” she added. Sol¬ 
date agreed, “It’s just one big picnic.” 

“There were a lot of talented acts and it was a really 
beautiful day for a concert.” said Councilman Rob 
Stockley, a long-time member of the Friends of the 
Library. 

The Jazz on the Green festival offers an opportuni¬ 
ty for local service clubs to raise funds for their own 
organizations, as well as spacious grounds for family 
picnics and a chlidren’s activity area. 

Unfortunately, due to a lack of corporate sponsor¬ 
ship, the event did not realize a profit this year despite 
the turnout. Bringing four renowned acts to Sierra 
Madre costs money. Last year, both Lexus and GTE co¬ 
sponsored the event, essentially covering the cost of the 
t^ent, freeing up the ticket sales for profit This year, 
GTE opted not to sponsor the event. “We’re simply go¬ 
ing to have to get more corporate sponsorship for next 
year,” Soldate said. 

The Friends of the Sierra Madre Library is a group 
of volunteers dedicated to raising funds on behalf of the 
Sierra Madre Public Library. They host four major 
fund-raisers over the course of the year: Jazz on the 
Green, The Annual Art Fair, The Wine Tasting at Al- 
verao, and a series of six used book sales, the next of 
wluch will take place on December 4th and 5th.

Center (EOC) was track¬ 
ing the erratic movement 
of this storm, I received a 
call from Chief Edward 
Tracy. He offered the man¬ 
power of your Fue Depart¬ 
ment, that were here to at¬ 
tend the Valley Stream 
Fire Departmenfs 75th 
Anniversary Parade, to 
help staff the Village’s 
EOC. Chief Tracy and 
Battalion Chief William 
Schlote reported to the 
EOC to review our proce¬ 
dures. With both commu¬ 
nities using the Incident 
Command System (ICS), 
they were able to quickly 
originate themselves to 
give assistance.

This Saturday, most of Sierra Madre’s attention will 
be on Pioneer Days, the recently-restored tradition that 
should be here for many years to come. Saturday will 
also, however, be the day of the ribbon cutting at Wil¬ 
low Creek, one of Sierra Madre’s newest retail facili¬ 
ties, which will be celebrating its second week’s birth¬ 
day. 

Willow Creek is the culmination of a long-time 
dream of Heather Sheets and Anne Lutzow. “The tim¬ 
ing was never right,’’ said Sheets, “but we’ve wanted 
to do this for a long time. It finally came together, and 
we didn’t let the opportunity slip by.’’ 

Sheets was the owner of Buffalo’s Back, the cloth¬ 
ing store adjacent to Little Stuga, which is owned by 
her sister in law, Joan.
